Women as 


OUNDS like a sort of Don Juan’s 
paradise but such is the pro- 
portion of the population of 
Paraguay, every day reminder 
to the country of a war fought 

over sixty years ago. In 1810 this 
was the most isolated of the Spanish 
provinces and consequently ideas of 
independence were slow to gain 
ground. Thus when in 1810 the Ar- 
gentine General Manuel Belgrano 
(shown on issues Argentina 1867- 
1920) appeared in force he was actual- 
ly defeated some forty miles from 
Asuncion, the Paraguayan capital. A 
change of sentiment took place shortly 
after and a bloodless revolution of 
May 14, 1811 resulted in a republic. 
On type A483 of Paraguay is shown 
the meeting place of the conspirators 
and the actual Declaration of Inde- 
pendence on type AP10. Modelled on 
the ancient Roman Republic the con- 
stitution provided for two Consuls to 
rule and those elected were Fulgencio 
Yegros (A50) and Dr. Rodriguez de 
Francia. They were installed with 
much ceremony, two Roman “curule” 
chairs being made and inscribed Cae- 
sar and Pompey—Francia taking the 
one of Caesar, an act which apparent- 
ly went to his head. At a session of 
the legislators by a coup d’ etat he 
gained control of the government. At 
this juncture occured an event without 
parallel in Latin-American history. 
Friends instituted a revolution in 
Yegros’ favor but he himself pacified 
them. He is perhaps the only Latin- 
American official to stop a revolution 
in his behalf. No event from that 
time until 1870 is referred to on the 
stamps:—half the years this country 
has been a separate unit, and, as it 
turns out this was a grim omission. 
Francia proved a ruthless dictator 
and there should be small wonder at 
his not appearing on stamps as one 
of his early acts was to suppress the

Postoffice. On his death his nephew 
Carlos Lopez succeeded him, a man 
who proved only a little less cruel to 
the unhappy country and who was in 
turn succeeded by the worst of the 
three dictators, his son Solano Lopez 
in 1862. Solano was a great admirer 
of Napoleon and conveniently over- 
looking the fact that all Napoleon 
succeeded in doing was to turn Europe 
into a slaughterhouse and wind up in 
exile. 

Solano decided to emulate the little 
corporal, and raised the most power- 
ful army on the continent and em- 
barked on his intended career of con- 
quest in 1864 by seizing the Brazilian 
province of Matto Grosso, which was 
many weeks distant by the then ir- 
regular communications from the rest 
of Brazil. Then in order to seize the 
southern provinces of Brazil he de- 
manded of Argentina permission to 
cross the Argentine province of Cor- 
rientes (which issued its own stamps), 
and upon being refused he seized it. 
He also got embroiled with Uruguay 
over failure to render promised aid in 
a dispute with Brazil and a strong 
rebel group. Some historians claim 


that Emperor Don Pedro of Brazil (on ; 


stamps 1866-85) encouraged a war to 
draw his own country’s attention from 
an aggravated internal situation. At 
all events, Argentina, Uruguay and 
Brazil formed an alliance with the ob- 
ject of deposing Lopez, regaining the 
lost territory and collecting indem- 
nities. The command of the united 
armies and navies (for much of the 
fighting took place on rivers) was 
given to the Argentine President Gen- 
eral Bartolome Mitre (on issues 1888- 
1920). At the time Captain Justo 
Urquiza (Argentine 1867-1920), was 
a strong opponent of Mitre and Lopez 
had expected Urquiza to aid him, but

the ensuing desperate struggle used 
all the resources of his country to 
gratify his ambition and resisted un- 
til his own death in March 1870 when 
attempting to flee from a Brazilian 
lancer. The name of the gun boat 
“Humaita” on type A58 comes from 
a small town where the most import- 
ant battle was fought on the Para- 
guay River. At the end after the five 
years of warfare which devastated the 
country five-sixths of the population 
perished. Of 1,300,000 in 1864 only 
220,000 survived. Of these 80,000 
were children, 106,000 women and 
28,000 men. These surviving males 
represented those who because of old 
age or infirmity could not carry a gun, 
and thus the whole able bodied male 
population had perished. Even these 
would have starved had it not been 
for the orange trees thickly planted 
throughout the country years before 
—the symbolism of the tree on type 
AP14 is apparent. 

On the stamps the date 1870 is 
frequently referred to for in that year 
the present government was estab- 
lished, a constitution formed (see 
type A41 commemoratives) and the 
first President, Rivarola (A15) took 
office. The postal service discontin- 
ued years before by Francia was re- 
established, the 60th anniversary be- 
ing commemorated in 1930 by type 
A57. The set of 1892-93 pictures the 
presidents from 1870 to 1894 with one 
exception. The military element has 
dominated the country and to its hat- 
red of any interference with its rule 
lies the reason for the shortened terms 
of most of the presidents, as well as 
the omission of Vice-President Sa- 
guier who succeeded Barreiro (A19) 
on that gentleman’s death, presuma- 
bly by poison. Every holder of the 
office who attempted to check abuses

ton, Jovellanos (A16) his Vice-Presi- 
dent was assassinated, President Gil 
(A17) tried to end corruption and 
was assassinated for his pains, Sa- 
guier was deposed by the army in 
1881 and succeeded by Generals Cab- 
allero (A20) and Escobar (A21) who 
did nothing to check corrupt practices, 
and President Gonzalez (A22) for 
trying some reforms was _ escorted 
with pistols at his head to a steamer 
for Buenos Aires with the admoni- 
tion that if he had any regard for his 
health to not return, and so the coun- 
try’s history has since run. 


It would seem that a country that 
has suffered so much at the hands of 
the military would be peacefully in- 
clined. On November 12, 1878 Presi- 
dent Hayes of the United States an- 
nounced his decision on the Paraguay- 
Argentina dispute on territories to the 
west of the Rio Paraguay. So favor- 
able was this decision that the 50th 
anniversary was commemorated by 
A55 which pictures President Hayes 
and the town in the territory named 
for him. With this favorable decision 
it would appear that arbitration would 
have been chosen to settle the dispute 
over the Grand Chaco with Bolivia 
but the Paraguayan attitude is ex- 
emplified by the map and motto on 
A60 “It has been, is and shall be”. 
The resulting warfare of the past sev- 
eral years has cost 80,000 lives and 
will probably continue for years. So 
it seems that by its own wish Para- 
guay will remain a country where 
women are several times as numerous 
as men and where it is usual to see 
women doing men’s work.

GONE! One more stamp has been 
removed from the Philatelic Agency 
List, the 2-cent Arbor Day. In the 
weeding out of old numbers, the 2-cent 
stamps have finally all been removed 
from the list of commemoratives, with 
the exception of the 2c Parks, that is 
if you are so-minded to call the Parks 
series commemoratives. Many argu- 
ments have been printed in the phila- 
telic press and elsewhere pro and con 
on the subject. Whether politely 
termed commemoratives or commer- 
cially hailed as an advertising stunt, 
certainly these stamps are not part 
of a regular issue, and the 2-cent 
stamp of this series remains as the 
sole 2-cent number on the list, outside 
of the regular perforated and coil 
series. 

“Many are called but few are 
chosen” could well be used to sum- 
marize the fate of the various phila- 
telic bills brought before the two 
branches of Congress. But seldom 
has Congress pushed through a bill 
for a new stamp issue in opposition to 
the Post Office Department. The Bi- 
centennial issue was planned for by 
Congress along with the general ar- 
rangements several years before the 
event took place, but there is little 
likelihood that the Post Office would 
have refused such an issue. 

At the opening of each new session 
of Congress, the various groups that 
are anxious to have stamps issued for 
local events try to get them put 
through Congress. Sometimes the 
bills are entered in one chamber only, | fF 
sometimes joint resolutions place them 
before both Houses, but usually that 
is all that is heard of them. 

The bill that calls for liberalization 
of the illustrations law apparently has 
the greatest chance for serious con- 
sideration of any placed before Con- 
gress so far this term. But we can 
rest assured that nothing whatever 
will come of it unless—each and 
every stamp collector takes enough in- 
terest in it to make his own local Rep- 
resentatives and Senators in Congress 
feel that it should be passed. A great 
many of those in Congress know little 
and care less about stamp collecters. 
not because of any malice toward 
them but because of a lack of under- 
standing of the problems that arise in 
a philatelist’s pursuit of his hobby. 
We who are writing for your papers 
are not in numbers great enough to 
push such a thing through unaided, 
but with the quiet aid of every stamp 
collector in the United States, this 
illustrations bill could be liberalized. 
By quiet aid we don’t mean just keep 
still, not at all. A quiet conversation 
with or pleasant letter written to your 
Congressman will do more than all the 
blare of trumpets in complaining 





among ourselves could possibly do. 
Don’t delay, but take some action

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while this matter is before the Con- 
gress and fresh in their minds. 

Here is another matter that was 
placed before the Congress this past 
week. It may or it may not have re- 
sults. Representative Millard of New 
York made a stirring speech before 
the House Monday, January 28, in in- 
troducing a resolution intended to 
bring about an investigation of news- 
paper accounts claiming that the Post- 
master General had distributed about 
one-half million dollars worth of rare 
stamps to a limited group. Represen- 
tative Millard was clever enough in 
the way the resolution was worded to 
make it an inquiry rather than an in- 
vestigation. Under the rules of the 
House a resolution of investigation 
may be pigeon-holed but that for an 
“inquiry” must be reported back on 
the floor one week later. The wording 
of the resolution requested the infor- 
mation from the Postmaster General 
as to how many of the special imper- 
forate sheets were requisitioned from 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing and to whom they were issued. So 
there is a possibility that we may 
knéw just how many of these “bootleg 
varieties” got out and to whom the 
favors were granted. 

We have no desire to take up the 
cudgels in defense of the Postmaster 
General. In the first place, we believe 
in general distribution and availability 
of all stamp issues to all stamp col- 
lectors. In the second place, we feel 
that the Postmaster General is com- 
petent to look after himself. How-

That the stamps were neither per- 
forated nor gummed may never have 
crossed the thoughts of the donor, nor 
that more infamous thought that any 
of the recipients of these stamps would 
go commercial in a big way, caring 
nothing for the stamps as such, but 
seeing only the dollars of value in 
capital letters. 

We have heard and hope it is true 
that some of the big dealers have 
flatly refused to purchase any of these 
stamps. Give those dealers a big 
hand!

The situation about which we have 
trying to acquaint our readers for the 
past years seems, at last, to be coming 
toa head. We refer to this practice of 
the Postmaster-General of giving, or 
selling, imperforate sheets of stamps 
to friends and high government offi- 
cials without placing them on sale to 
the general public. 

As you have probably read in your 
local paper, a resolution for an inves- 
tigation of this pernicious practice has 
been introduced in Congress by the 
representative from Westchester 
County, N. Y. Whether this resolu- 
tion is allowed to die or be of lasting 
benefit to you and every stamp collect- 
or depends on you. A telegram or let- 
ter sent to your own local Congress- 
man today will help to show him how 
stamp collectors react to the knowl- 
edge that hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in potential profit has been 
given to a few selected individuals— 
probably to see them safely through 
their old age. 

Perhaps General Farley may be ex- 
cused, as a non-collector, from realiz- 
ing the sinister aspect his practice as- 
sumes, but it is beyond comprehension 
that two such well-known collectors 
as the President and Mr. Ickes should 


open themselves to the suspicion that , 


accepting such issues would naturally 
arouse.

Newspaper comment relative to the 
fact that the investigation of Mr. 
Farley’s distribution of philatelic fa- 
vors in the way of thousands of dol- 
lars worth of United States stamps 
to friends, is to be shushed, is doubt- 
less without foundation.

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Swiss Children’s Stamps 





The Swiss Pro Juventute series—often 
alled the “Children’s Stamps’’—<onsists 
of four semi-postals which are issued 
annually for the benefit of under-privi- 
leged Swiss children. Stamps of the latest 
edition are now obtainable in this coun- 


try. 
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The Pro Juventute stamps are among 
the most interesting to be found in the 
collector's album. The first adhesive ap- 
peared in 1913, and although there was 
no issue the following year, in 1915 two 
stamps became the first of an uninter 
rupted and increasingly popular series 
which was later enlarged to include three 
stamps annually, and since 1922 each set 
has consisted of four values. 
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Since 1928 the series has been strik- 
ingly uniform, with three stamps bearing 
designs of general interest—such as Swiss 
scenery, coats of arms of the various can- 
tons, athletes, or native girls in typical 
costumes—the fourth and highest value 
portraying some man famous in Swiss 
history. This new set is a continuation 
of the one which appeared a year ago in 
that once more three of the stamps por- 
tray a girl dressed in a costume native to 
the canton which she represents. They 
are: 5c plus 5c, girl from Appenzell; 10c 
plus 5c, girl from Valais; 20c plus 5c, 
girl from Graubunden. 

The 30c plus 10c value depicts the 
versatile Albrecht von Haller, who lived 
from 1708 to 1777. Although von Hal- 
ler was primarily a physician, and con- 
tributed much to the field of medicine, he 
is also famous in history as a statesman 
and botanist as well as a writer, not only 
of technical books on medicine and bot- 
any, but also of poetry and philosophical 
romances.

were likewise flooded with letters of 
complaint. 

We have persistently urged action 
by the Postoffice Inspector at Little 
Rock, Ark., for the manager of the 
Company, a Mr. Perry Burke moved 
to Hot Springs, Ark., after the adver- 
tising was first printed and has since 
received his mail there. The Inspect- 
or at Little Rock is in his district and 
therefore complaints have been made 
to this Inspector. 

We have at the same time asked 
everyone who has written us to make 
complaint direct to this Inspector 
while we have mailed to him nearly 
100 letters of complaint and have 
another lot which is being sent at this 
time. 

Persistent complaint and insistence 
that some action be taken has finally 
resulted in the arrest of Burke. What 
restitution of money sent for ma- 
terial will ever be made is dependent 
on the action of the Postoffice De- 
partment. Certainly, had all who have 
complained to us, taken the matter 
up more quickly with the P. O. In- 
spector it is probable that quicker 
action would have been taken and 
much mail held up and returned to 
the writers, thus saving them their 
entire remittance. 

Finally after much urging on our 
part and doubtless from other pub- 
lishers, Burke has been arrested and 
we quote the letter from the Post- 
office Inspector.

He 
was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Charles Jacobson, Lit- 
tle Rock, Arkansas, January 25, 1935, 
and waived a hearing and was held for 
the action of the grand jury due to 
convene in Little Rock, Arkansas, in 
April. His bond was fixed at one 
thousand dollars which Burke fur- 
nished and was released.

Thus you have the story. It is up 
to every person who has ordered from 
this party and who did not receive the 
goods ordered as well as every per- 
son who received goods and which 
goods was not in accord with the 
items offered, to make formal com- 
plaint at once to the Inspector, in 
order that abundant evidence may be 
had with which to back up the case. 

Further information comes in a 
newspaper clipping from John Jung- 
kind of Little Rock, and we quote as 
follows:

Christ of 
The Andes 
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In connection with the Thirty Second 
International Eucharistic Congress held 
recently in Buenos Aires, two new stamps 
were issued by the Argentine Republic. 

The 10 centavos value gives a ‘‘close- 
up” of the famous statue ‘Christ of the 
Andes’’, which was erected in the Upsal- 
lata Valley of the Andes on the boundary 
of Argentina and Chile to commemorate 
the peaceful settlement of a boundary dis- 
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pute between the two countries in 1902. 
Although the colossal monument has been 
illustrated on another stamp (1930 
Spanish airmail, No. 752), this view 
gives the collector a much clearer idea of 
its magnificence. The color of the stamp 
is rose brown, vividly suggesting the 
beautiful glow which follows the setting 
of the sun beyond the massive peaks of 
the Andes, two miles above sea level. The 
15 centavos stamp, dark blue, depicts the 
impressive Cathedral of Buenos Aires in 
which the Congress was held.

An Historic Cachet 


Collectors who are fortunate enough 
to receive first day covers of the new 
Philippine stamps direct from friends 
in the islands will be interested in 
learning of the significance of the 
cachet that is to be applied to the 
covers bearing these stamps. 

The date of issue is February 15, so 
that time to send for covers is long 
past. The cachet will be applied by 
the Postmaster at Manila and is de- 
scribed as follows: 

The design of the cachet is taken 
from a Moro architectural ornament. 
It is found mostly on beams support- 
ing the floor of important buildings in 
the Minandao region. The number of 
these projecting beams indicates the 
rank of the owner of the house. Tra- 
dition has it that the design is pat- 
terned after the head of a crocodile.

Just Contrary 

You no doubt have read here and 
there, articles admonishing you to re- 
frain from writing on the backs of 
your precancels. Personally I can’t 
see any harm in the procedure. Of 
course you need not lean on the pencil 
like you were tracing an embroidery 
pattern for your aunt Emma, neither 
do you need write the genealogy of 
the stamp on its back, but a few smal] 
plain figures often saves a lot of time 
and trouble if neatly placed on the 
back of a stamp. The perf. 11 and 
compound perf. 10% x 11 are often 
confusing and sometimes the telltale 
ink mark is not present on the back of 
the perf. 11s so that if the stamp is 
not marked you must get out your 
perforation gauge and set to work on 
it. Too you may wish to record the 
price you paid for a certain item, and 
the best place in the world to place 
such figures is on the back of the 
stamp. Lay your stamp on a smooth 
hard surface and write very lightly 
and you should not in any way hurt 
the appearance or value of your 
stamp.
